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Raider In The Pacific 


A Critical Month 


Observers generally believe that this month— 
January, 1941—may be a critical one in the his- 
tory of the For East. Increasing tension between 
Japan and the United States and Great Britain 
hhas been noted since the signing of the tri- 
partite pact by which Tokyo became an ally 
of the aggressor Powers in Europe. And there 
‘seems to be very little doubt that before the 
World is many weeks older, some one or other 
will have to give way or else there might be 
‘an outbreak of Violence which would suck that 
part of the world which has remained so far 
outside the macistrom of war into the catas- 
trophe. To attempt to predict what may happen 
would ‘be to indulge in pure guesswork. There 
can be no question, however, that the Axis 
plans call for some move in this part of the 
world ‘to lessen the ever-growing strength of 
the Allies and the United States. 1t has always 
been a. feature of Axis plans, however, that 
they are based upon the greatest good for each 
individual ‘member, not on the greatest good 
for the whole Axis. Therefore it is more than 
probable that any move in the Pacifle would 
have little more than nuisance value to Ger- 
many and Italy. Theso two countries feel the 
need for something more than a “nuisance” 
move on thelr behalf, and there is, therefore, 
pressure being exerted in high places in Tokyo 
for steps which would definitely commit the 
‘Japanese nation to something more than threats. 
‘The Japanese people, however, have shown that 
they are now fully ‘aware of ‘the role of dupes 
which they are belng asked to play; and it is, 
therefore, unlikely that they will allow them: 
selves tobe used to pull German chestnuts out 
of the fire. The extent of the present conflagra~ 
tion makes any such gesture extremely risky, and 
the Japanese themselves have no delusions on 
the subject. 














Raiders in the Pacific 


‘There appears now 10 be not the slightest 
doubt that German raiders have been operaling 
Jn the southern Pacifle for some time past, and 
the immediate task of the British and Australian 
navies will be to hunt these vessels down and 
destroy them. The situation, however, is des- 
eribed by Sir Geoffrey Layton, Commiander-in- 
Chiet at Singapore, as not nearly so alarming 
as it appeared at first sight, for the five hundred 
people who have been set ashor2 are the survivors 
‘of a number of ships sunk over many months, 
These raiders, therefore, appear {o have morc 
of a nuisance value than anything else, though, 
fof course, the sooner they are liquidated the 
better. Typical of the German is the fact that 
the raiders have been using the Japanese flag 
and Japanese names as disguise for thelr 
vessels. Thus tricked out one enemy vessel was. 
able to get within one-and-a-half miles of its 
intended victim before opening fire. Obviously 
‘what was attempted was to embroil Japan with 
Great Britain, for it is still the dear hope of 
the Germans’ to set a conflagration ablaze in 
this part of the world. Fortunately the trick has

been discovered in time and no great amount 
of harm done. It still remains to be found out 
‘where these raiders have their bases, and a 
number of different localities suggest them: 
selves, including the Japanese mandated islands 
in the Pacific. The possibility of the Japanese 
fiving their ally some such assistance cannot be 
‘wholly discounted, though the conditions on the 
‘enemy ships as described by those who are now 
free suuzests that the matter of supplies pre- 
sents dificulties which would not b> £0 apparent 
‘were the Japanese actively assisting he Ger- 
mans. The possibility of their being able to 
‘Secure some supplies from neutral shipping, or 
of rushing them out from ports where German 
vessels have taken refuge cannot be overlooked, 
though on the evidence at present available it 
doesnot seem that they are in any way too 
‘well supplied. 











Britain’s Confidence 


After every mail réecived from Britain, the 
“North-China Daily News" is able to reproduce 
extracts from letters written by relatives and 
friends of its readers, giving frst hand experi- 
ences and views of how the war is going. 
‘Thanks are due to those readers who furnish 
the extracts, since these intimate accounts of 
what their friends are experiencing are much 
more convineing than any extracts which 
might be taken from the London papers 
‘and reproduced, to show that in spite of all 
they have suffered, the spirit of the British 
people is still high. ‘These letters are not writ 
fen with a view to publication, and In none of 
them can there be detected any desire to im- 
press the public. They are simple accounts of 
the reactions of the ordinary Briton to what is 
happening, and the sum of them makes most 
heartening reading. There can be no doubt at 
all that, if it were ever Hitler's idea to under- 
mine the moral of the British people to the ex- 
tent that they would force their Government to 
make some gesture towards a compromise 
peace, he hay failed completely. All his terror 
{aeties seem to have achieved is to stiffen the 
moral of the nation, and to arouse a fecling of 
pity forthe Nazis. when the British 
become strong enough 0 give them a 
relurn dose of their own medicine. Bremen 
seems already to have had something lke the 
‘experience inflicted upon the City of London. 
‘And Bremen, being of much greater military 
importance fo the Nazi war effort, is more 
Ukely to be a severe blow to Hitler than the 
burning of any number of stock-brokers’ offices 
or bank buildings in the City. From the general 
tenour of the letters received, it would appear 
that the people of Britain are now looking for- 
ward to’ the time when they will take the, 
offensive against the Germans. It might be sald 
that the offensive has already been begun, with 
the attack against the Halians in Libya. But it 
would be idle to pretend that the British peo- 
pleas.a whole regard the Italians as really serious 
foes. It is generally understood that there will 
be no decision in. this war until the Germans 























have been beaten to their knees. 
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Points of View 


Herr Hitler has perceived that the Lord God 
is on his, ‘This may be a little surprising 
to others, considering the Fuehrer's _ previous 
announcements to the effect that the Lord God 
was out of date, and was someone whom the 
protagonists of the “old order” wished to per- 
eluate, 60 as to convines those who did\ not 
‘gree that bludgeoning and bloodshed were the 
best means of changing the convictions of those 
whose support they considered to be necessary. 
Doubtless the Nazi chieftains hope to enlist on 
thelr behalf all the divine resources which they 
have previously reviled. They hnd no serupley in 
Invoking the aid of nations on this earth with 
whom they had formerly declared undying. 
enmity: ay witness the ease of Soviet Russia 
‘A-few months before the Wilhelmstrasse realised 
that the support of the Soviets was essential to 
the success of any planned campaign against the 
Western Powers, all sorts of denunciations were 
poured forth from Berlin with the full approval 
of Herr Hitler and Herr Ribbentrop. But these 
proved to be no deterrent, when the time came, 
to protestations of the utmost friendship and 
identity of points of view. Few people will be 
deceived. A consistent policy of double-erossing 
feven those who pretend to be one's greatest 
(riends has left litle to the imagination of the 
rest of the world—that part of the world which 
might still be hoodwinked by a succession of 
victories which have proved, on the face of 
them, to be little more than’ surface victories 
and Which have left a dangerous sediment of 
imperishable nationalism. Herr Hitler may 
invoke divine aid in his successes of the last 
year; but for him to do so illustrates « remark= 
‘able change in point of view. The German 
people will have no doubt noted this change. 
‘The man who posed as superior to all influences 
outside his own “voice,” has been thrown back 
fon the guidance from above. Students of his 
orders of the day ean be left to decide among 
themselves which of his dicta can be most 
readily be believed. Starting off from the pre- 
mise that the power of the German people is 
enough to restore them to thelr rightful “place 
in the sun,” Hitler has gradually changed his 
tone to the plea that an outside power, the 
divine providence which he has invoked, will . 
Fescue the German people from the mess into 
which he has got them. He hopes, though with- 
out the same heat of conviction, that the same 
providence will come to the assistance of the 
Italians, who seem to be in even greater need 
of it than he is himself. His point of view, that 
when bombs and bombardments fall, there is 
still hope in the power above, will not find a 
corresponding reaction among’ the British and 
their Allies, who believe that the powers of 
ood and righteousness are on thelr side, and

Now that Britain hax taken the offensive and 
n Ialian collapse in North Africa seoms likely, 
it would not be: surprising if @ remarkable 
change were to appear in the policies of those 
countries ‘which, heretofore, have shown a 
decided leaning’ towards the Axis Powers, 
British successes in the desert, the continual 
hammering of Germany and German-occupied 
territory by the RAF, the Royal Navy's 
premacy at sea and, above all, the magnificent 
spirit of the people at home’ in the face of 
ruthless German bombing, have acted as a tonic 
fon neutral nationg throughout the world, In the 
space of a few months Britain's show. of 
strength has proved (o the whole world that she 
cannot lose this struggle, despite the appalling 
disasters which were seen during the first year 
fof the war, and even those nations which give 
‘their external and internal policy a pro-Faseist 
bias are now taking insurances against a British 
success in the long run. In Portugal the Salozar 
regime, which is sympathetle to Faselsm despite 
the pro-British sentiment of the people, and 
which keeps the Portuguese press well on the 
pro-Axis side of neutrality, has shined 
treaty of friendship and consultation with 
Spain (which many Portuguese regard ax a good 
move to keep the country out of war). Portugal 
has, in fact, Insured herself against having (0 
implement “her long standing alliance with 
Britain just as Turkey made an exception to her 
pact with Britain where her relations with 
Russia were concerned. But the key to the fate. 
of the whole Iberian peninsula is to be found 
in Spain, Here Generalissimo Franco tries 10

Roosevelt Revives 
China’s Hopes

President | Roosevelt's ' praise ‘of 
China's fighting in his *Areside chat" 
on Sunday night has revived the!

planes and bombers to China, It 
appeared yesterday,

General Fan Chu-mow have been 
trying for several weeks to get the 
planes. 

‘Action on supplying planes tor 
China has been ‘delayed on the 
Brounds that Britain's need for them 
was more acute than was China's, 

China would like at least 100, and 
perhaps 400, pursuit planes. and also 
a few heavy long-range bombers, it 
‘Was understood, 

‘Mr. Soong has not formally signed 
contract with the Export-Import| 
Bank for the recent US$100,000,000| 
credit to China because of the ‘in- 
ability up to this time to use it for 
purchase of war planes, It was un- 
officially indicated. 

Informed sources doubted that 
China would get any new aeroplanes. 
It was understood, however, that the 
‘Army has a ntmber—about 17— 
early-type “fying fortresses” which 
have been replaced and could, be 
made available to Chi 

‘These were said to be capable of 
3000 miles non-stop with a two-ton 
‘bomb Toad and a maximum speed of 
250. miles an hour. Such planes 
would enable China to stage night 
ralds on Japan, it was believed. 

‘Virtually allo the Army's bomb:

Interesting Agures regarding the 
‘Sino-Japanese hostilities in the past 
‘ie years were revealed by the Chi- 
nese War Minister, Gen, Ho Ying- 
ching.” showing the increasing effec- 
tiveness of Chinese resistance.” 

“During the first period of the 
‘Sino-Japanese war,” General Ho said, 
“there were four major battles: 
Shanghai, Hsinkou (north Shansi), 
Hsuchow’ and Harkow,. while during 
the second period there were five 
major batiles—Nanchang, Tsaoyang, 
Changsha, Pinggang and Ichang. 

“During the frst period the Japan- 
ese were mainly on the offensive, and 
only during the Hsuchow battle did 
the Chinese launch a counter offen- 
sive, but during the second period, 
‘though the Japenese still remained, 
‘on the offensive, the Chinese staged 
courter-offensives wherever possible, 
‘and were particularly successful in 
‘Tsaoyang and Changsha, 

“During the first period there were 
216 engagements "involving over. 
100,000 troops, of which Chinese at- 
tacks amounted to only seven per 
cent., while during the second period 
there were 231 major engagements, 
‘of which Chinese attacks amounted to 
45 per cent. 

“Allogether there have beet 7,964 
minor engagements and 6,152 guerilla, 
engagements, of which Chinese at- 
tacks amounted to 60 per cent.

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HITLER’S PROCLAMATION 
Jan, 3. 


Hitler has'issued a New Year proclamation. 
It Is the usual mixture to be expected from 
the Bombastes FUhrerioso of lies, boasting, 
and a certain amount of whining. ‘It is, con~ 
sequently, another of those documents which 
indleate the uneasiness which he undoubtedly. 
feels, even though it is designed to keep the 
courage of the German people as high as 
‘possible in the light of the blows which have 
been and are being delivered against them. 
Amongst the usual untruths to which he re- 
sorts is the statement that “The criminal 
element of capitalist Democracies wanted 
war and desired a long war as the greatest 
business deal.” No one who has read “Mein 
Kampf," or the various speeches of Hitler 
and his fellow gangsters will for one moment 
be misled by such an assertion. The whole 
German policy since the Nazis came into 
power has been directed towards one end, 
and one alone, namely, to create a huge 
military machine with the intention of pro= 
secuting a war of revenge, in the course of 
which the German leaders with the exception 
of Hitler himself have carefully lined their 
pockets at the expense of their suffering 
people, It was not the plutocrats of the 
democracies who wanted war, but the 
‘wretched Nazi parvenus inflated with the lust 
of power, and utterly bereft of all ideas of 
‘humanity’ and decency. : 

But what is of even more importance is the 
fact that Hitler, in a New Year order issued 
to the German'Army, promises it victory in 
1041, claiming that Germany has defeated 
her enemies on land, on the sea and in the 
air, Yet, strangely ‘enough those enemies 
continue to fight, to win victories over one 
of the Axis Powers and to lay the founda~ 
tions for that final vietory which they are 
assured will be certainly theirs. It would 
have been thought that, as Hitler’s timetable 
has been so grossly disrupted by the wicked 
British, he would have refrained from giving 
another forecast as to when the war would 
‘end, ‘The reason why he has not done so is 
plain, He has to do his utmost to maintain 
the moral of Germans at as high a level os 
possible, Tt is known that there is sub= 
stantial discontent in Germany over the way 
the war is going. ‘The people were promised 
a quick, almost bloodless victory. ‘They see 
the struggle dragging on with no prospect of 
tun early termination. 

So Hitler has to promise them victory in 
the course of the present year, Tt is a little 
vague, for he is unable to give # definite date 
this time, Naturally it is to be thought that 
the victories which have been gained in the 
‘air and particularly on the sea will contri- 
bute to the success he promises his people, 
but tt can be said that if his naval vietories 
are to be any criterion of the probabilities 
of ultimate victory he has just about as good 
fas lost the war already. With the German 
fleet seriously reduced in strength, and 
certainly in no. position to challenge the 
British Navy, with the Italian fleet skulle- 
ing behind the protection of land fortiftcs~ 
tions or fleeing from the British whenever 
they do venture out into the open sea, with 
fan air foree so outclassed by the British that 
the disparity between respective losses is: so 
eniormous, with his failure to keop his pro= 
mise that Germany should never suffer 
enemy air-raids, Hitler's boasts of success 
during the past year read strangely. He is 
‘a Tong way from victory, which is daily 
receding from him, : 

‘And Hitler whines, He claims thai “the 
Lord God has given His approval to oue fight, 
If we carry out our duty loyally and bravely 
He will not desert us in the future.” Hitler's 
certainty of the attitude of the Almighty, 
Whose very existence he denies, and whose 
Chureh he persecutes, is more than a little 
amusing, {( is perhaps more charitable to 
take his reference to the Deity as something 
in the nature of an invocation, for Hitler 
ipparently finds that he cannot’ do without 
assistance from a divinity which he has not 
hesitated to blaspheme when it suited him. 
It his proclamation in its entirety was 
designed as a reply to President Roosevelt's 
Droadeast, it is indeed a poor one. He 
‘eringes as he boasts. He shouts to keep hi 
eourage up, but as the Seattle ‘Times’ 











just one thing:—"It is like the ancient writ- 
ing on the wall. It may take him months to 
realize it, but Herr Hitler is through.” It is, 
towards that end that the British and their 
Allies will continue thelr struggle through 
the present year with the knowledge that 
each day that passes brings it inevitably 
nearer. 


THE UNSPEAKABLE HUN 


Jan. 3. 


Now that it is possible to ft the various 
reports concerning the severe raid on London 
at the beginning of the week together it be- 
comes clear’ that this was not a case of in~ 
discriminate bombing of non-military 
objectives in the city but a carefully cal- 
culated stroke. Roughly speaking the enemy 
‘aeroplanes seem to have endeavoured 1o cut 
a wide swathe through the City of London, 
commencing at Aldgate, taking in Lombard 
‘Street, Cheapside and ending up somewhere 
in the West End. It docs not appear that 
the whole of the German scheme was carried 
out, for unlike previous attacks, it stopped 
short at the dropping of incendiary bombs. 
‘This was not followed by a rain of high ex- 
plosives as has formerly been the case, but 
‘it is apparent that the enemy were following 
in the ease of London exactly the same tactics 
fas those used against Coventry, Birmingham 
and Manchester, namely to strike at the heart 
of the city rather than the industrial areas. 
It is obviously a resort to sheer terroristic 
methods in an endeavour to strike dismay 
into the hearts of the Londoners by the 
creation of a huge blazing area in their midst. 
It will siceeed no more in London than it 
has in the other cities, and can only serve 
to stir up that resentment which tends, if 
anything at all, to strengthen moral—not that 
that is necessary in Britain, 

‘There will ‘be very great regret that so 
many historic landmarks in the city have 
been destroyed. So many architectural 
treasures, which have been venerated for 
centuries, have been consumed in the flames, 
‘or otherwise destroyed. Buildings in which 
are enshrined so much of what the average 
Briton holds dear have been swept away. 
Churches created by the wonderful genius of 
Christopher Wren have been razed and 
thousands of houses in London have been 
wiped out. With regard to these Iatter it 
fs, perhaps, just as well, save for the incon- 
venience their destruction causes, for when 
peace comes, and the reconstruction of the 
damaged areas is possible, an opportunity 
will be given to replace those congeries of 
slums in various parts of London, by some- 
thing tter for heros to dwell in. For they 
are heroes who can “take it on the chin so 
nobly. 

Such enemy actions as these clearly prove 
how right the world has been in accepting 
that description of the German which the ex- 
Kaiser so aptly gave them when he addressed 
the German section of the Boxer Expedition 
prior to their departure for China. ‘They are 
Huns, and the more completely that is re- 
alized by the world at forge the better it will 
be for It. Perhaps the kindest means of 
describing the Nazified Germans is to speak 
of them as politically immature people; the 
truost is to dub them barbarian and let it go 
at that. ‘There cannot be the slightest doubt 
that the demand in Great Britain for reprisals 
In kind will be very considerably streng- 
‘thened, though the view still holds good that, 
‘at any rate for the time being, the RAF. 
should concentrate largely upon ‘the military 
objectives to which they have been paying 
such close attention. ‘The time may arrive, 
however, when Mr. Churehill may be called 
upon to make good his promise that the turn 
of the Germans would come, and if that 
should prove to be the case, the Germans 
themselves have provided Great Britain with 
every Justifieation. ‘The main factor holding 
Great Britain back will still be disgust at 
having to copy the Althy tacties of the Hun. 

‘On the other hand it is gratifying to learn 
that steps are being taken to deal with the 
menace of the incendiary bomb, which will 
censure the closest possible watch on rooftops 
‘and quick action in stopping conflageations. 
‘The technique of dealing with such missiles 
is already well known, and its simplicity is 
such that. with an ‘effectively organized 
system the danger of big fires can be reduced 
to.a minimum. There will naturally be some 
criticism that such a step had not been taken 
before, but the many new problems which 
this war has presented has naturally involved 
some solutions remaining in abeyance until 
the necessity for them became more pressing. 
For the rest it needs to be emphasized that 
great as the damage to Britain has been, 
greater us it is confidently expected to be, 
it will not shake the implacability with which 
the British will continue to struggle for the 
defeat of the enemy. Bricks and mortar 
count for Ijttle against the enormous spiritual 
values which this war involves.

and later by military experts in very sub- 
‘stantial numbers has been witnessed in Italy, 
und its dire results noticed. That is now 
being followed by the actual stationing of 
German air forees in that country. Once in it 
will be very difficult to get them out. Hence 
‘Mussolini's reluctance to consent to such a 
step. While prima facie it is designed to 
render. Italy that assistance of which she is 
in such great need, it also serves to put 
Hitler in a remarkably strong position from 
‘two important points of view. In the first 
case steps stich as these are designed to 
Prevent Italy making a separate peace, which 
otherwise might be possible should the pre- 
sent reverses continue. The’second is even 
more sinister. It is in fact a preparation 
against the eventuality of a°German victory. 
It has been pointed out several times in 
these columns that Mussolini long ago"drop- 
ed from the réle of an equal partner with 
Hitler into that of a very subservient satel- 
lite. That is now proved by the forcing upon 
him of aid which he would much have liked 
to refuse. With German penetration of the 
country, and the’ presence of armed forces 
throughout it, Hitler would, in the very un- 
likely event of his securing victory, need to 
do little to put Italy in the role he has all 
along designed for her—namely, as another 
apanage of the Reich. 

In other words the path is being cleared 
for the conquest of Italy in the event of 
Hitler emerging successfully from this great 
struggle, ‘That Mussolini apparently reolizes, 
and if he does he will also recognize that 
the integrity of his own country depends 
upon the victory of the people he is fighting. 
Slowly, but surely he is betraying his own 
nation.” He cannot now help himself, for 
once he set his feet on the slippery path of 
allianee with a man so unscrupulous as 
Hitler he had already provided for his coun- 
try's undoing. He may have fancied that he 
might have been able to withstand ahd even 
out-smart his German accomplice, but the 
reverses his arms have met with in Albania 
‘and northern Africa have placed him in no 
Position to stave off the insidious invasion 
of Italy which has now become an acknow: 
ledged fact. It is idle for official Italians 
to deseribe the German air force sent to 
them as a “big Italian unit,” or to suggest 
that it would-be amenable ‘to Italian com- 
mand, No one who knows the Germans 
would believe that for one moment, and if 
in the course of the next few weeks what 
may start as co-operation eventually proves 
to be the taking over control of Italian air 
activities by the German command there 
Will be no occasion for the slightest surprise. 

‘The technique is by now all too familiar. 
In Rumania German troops were stationed 
for the purpose -of “protecting the oilfields 
and training the Rumanian army.” Their 
number comparatively small has now been 
very greatly increased. Rumania has the 
pretence of a government completely under 
German domination. Italy is now going the 
same way, and fighting beside ono of the 
Axis partners is now on the road to being 
subjugated by Germany with the greatest 
of ease. ‘There is now no frontier between 
Waly and Germany. ‘The Germans are pene- 
trating in increasing numbers into the heart 
Of the country, and shackles are quietly 
being affixed Which the Italians, owing to 
the favourable position which the Germans 
now have, will nover be able to, shake 
off. That Britain will have to do for them, 
‘and because of that fact the war assumes 
an even greater significance. It is a paradox 
that Great Britain will have to save Italy 
from her friend, but the war has been full 
of paradoxes mainly because of the amazing 
treachery of the man Hitler. It is impossible 
not to feel some sympathy for the Italians 
‘who are thus being gently led up the garden 
Path, but there cannot be anything but the 
‘strongest condemnation of Mussolini, who is 
showing such deplorable statesmanship, and 
who in order to satisfy his own ambitions 
may be delivering his people into bondage. 

















VICHY AND BERLIN

While it is dented both by’ Berlin and 
Vichy that there has been a break in the 
relations between them, it is quite apparent 
that things are not moving smoothly. Such 
things as the closing of the frontier between 
oceupied and unoccupied France, and the 
removal of units of the French fleet from 
‘Toulon to colonial ports do not suggest that 
everything in the garden is lovely. Further 
it is known that following the resignation 
of M. Laval, on orders from Marshal Pétain, 
relations between the conqueror and the 
vanquished have ut least been suspended, by 
reason of the failure of Hitler to reply to 
the Marshal's note of December 14, giving 
hhis reson for the action he had taken, ‘That, 
if it means anything at all, is indicative of 
some displeasure on the part of Hitler re- 
garding the Marshal's action in getting rid 
‘of Laval, and suggests that under the terms 
‘of the armistice Hitler hoped to have a 
greater say in the domestic affairs of the 
‘Vichy Government than Marshal Pétain is 
‘apparently prepared to grant him. 











Consequently the settlement of the {ssues 
raised by the reported demands which Ber- 
lin made of the French Government carly 
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in December, including the right of passage 
through occupied France for German troops 
hhas still not been reached, and though it is 
stated that negotiations are even now pro= 
ceeding under the vell of secrecy there is 
nothing to suggest that the Germans arc 
making any headway. It is quite apparent 
that there are lengths to which Marshal 
Pétain refuses to be pushed. He is insisting 
upon the adherence by Germany to the spirit 
of the terms of the armistice, and though he 
does not appear.to be in possession of many 
bargaining points he is at least doing his 
utmost to keep his end up. Incidentally it 
may be remarked that the transfer of units 
of the French navy to colonial ports tends 
somewhat to weaken the Marshal's position, 
‘though of the wisdom of the step there cai 
not be the slightest doubt. It is better in 
this case to present Hitler with an accom- 
plished fact than to provide him with any 
chance of being able to seize the vessels by 
a coup de main. 


‘The recent passage of German troops 
through Italy, and the despatch of German 
aireraft to that country suggest that at any 
rate for the moment the demands which 
were made upon the Vichy Government have 
been pigeon-holed. Should that be the ease 
the probabilities of a resumption of negotia- 
ions under more favourable conditions than 
‘at present exist are undoubtedly great, But 
the big danger with which Marshal Pétain 
is continually faced is that Hitler may de- 
clde to denounce the Armistice at any mo- 
ment convenient to himself, ‘The fear of the 
occupation of the whole of France and the 
attendant seizure of the French ports in the 
‘Mediterranean must always remain a very 
real one. ‘The present trend of the war is 
for major hostilities to be transferred to the 
coasts of the Mediterranean. Events in 
northern Africa may very well be moving, 
to a decisive stage, and, if the Tallans are 
brought closer to defeat than they are at the 
moment, the chances of Germany making 
stronger efforts to save them are factors 
which have to be taken into consideration, 


For these reasons the situation in France 
must always give oceasion for some anxiety. 
‘There is in fact’nothing stable about it, and 
cannot be because of Hitler's treacherous 
nature on the one hand, and the complete 
inability of the Vichy Government to prevent 
him carrying out whatever decisions he may 
make, on the other. It would not be surprising 
if for the moment Hitler chose to hold his han. 
(The honeycombing of Italy, the latest European 
development to receive notice, may occupy 
his attention for some weeks 'to comp, but 
if after that Hitler devises some new 
demands to be made upon France it need be 
no great occasion for surprise. Incidentally 
it must always be borne in mind that while 
the terms of the armistice suggest that there 
is possibility of something in the nature of 
in independent France existing should Hitler 
gain the day, there is nothing to be found 
im his statements and those of his accomplices 
to suggest that when peace came to be 
negotiated France would be anything but a 
vassal state, = 














NEW MOVES 
: Jan. 6. 

While there is tittle definite news con- 
cerning the situation in Europe there is much 
speculation as to what Hitler intends to do 
next. Not the least interesting is the report 
that ‘the Germans have demanded from the 
Vichy Government control of the Mont 
Conis roule into Italy. ‘Those, who have 
travelled from Naples to Paris by rail, will 
remomber that this is the line on which the 
station at Modane used to be the place for 
the examination of passports when entering, 
France. Control of that railway would do 
‘more than double the facilities for sending 
supplies of men and material from Germany to 
Maly, and as the Brenner Pass route has been 
under considerable strain for some months 
past this additional route would prove of the 
greatest value. It is not known whether Vichy 
will consent to extend this accommodation to 
the German Government,—which is clearly 
without the scope of the terms of the armis- 
tice,—but it is belived that Marshal Petaln’s 
position is strong cnough to suggest that he 
might see fit to refuse. Holding as he does 
the colonial empire, and the fleet, and con- 
sidering his prestige amongst his own people, 
the Marshal is by no means bereft of bargain- 
ing points, and may yet be able to urn Axis 
needs to the advantage of his country. 

In Bulgaria things are also obscure, It is 
reported that Germany intends to make 
dash for the Mediterranean by marching, 
through Bulgaria with, or without the con- 
sent of the Bulgarians, and there is some 
doubt whether the latter would contemplate 
resistance to such an invasion, It is quite 
obvious that Germany will have to do some- 
thing quickly if her Malian partner is. to 
be saved from further defeat at the hands 
of the Greeks. ‘The latter are not now 
making the rapid progress which they did 
44 fow weeks ago, but that they are obtaining 
the best of the exchanges is still manifest, 
ind It is becoming increasingly necessary for 
Hitler to do something to save- what little 











prestige his accomplice in crime has now. 
eft. Consequently a dash through Bulgaria 
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with perhaps Salonika as the ‘main objective 
would have the effect of subjecting the 
Grecks to a pincerlike pressure between the 
Malian and: German forces which “the Ger~ 
‘mans hope will break down Greek resistance. 
‘On the other hand Hitler may decide to 
strike straight for the Dardanelles and. Asin 
Minor with the intention in involving the 
British forces in that area and so bring about 
‘a reduction of British pressure upon the 
Italians In Libya. There is reason to think 
that this move cannot be carried out in time 
to achieve that purpose, while if Turkey docs 
decide to resist, as itis believed she will, 
Hiller may be proved to have moved entirely 
too late, 7 

In any ovent it is believed that simultane= 
ously with such moves, Hitler will launch his 
much advertised attempt to invade Britain. 
It ig yonerally conceded that the British dis- 
positions are such as to make any ‘at- 
tempt exceedingly costly, though it is re- 
ported that Hitler is quite prepared to lose 
half a million men if he can only establish 
foothold on British soll. ‘That such an 
attempt would be defeated Is very firmly be- 
lieved, and even if the Germans did secure 
hold the millions of trained men in Britain 
may be confidently expected to deal with 
them in no uncertain manner. Had Hitler 
struck at Britain immediately after Dunkirk 
he might have found it a much simpler mat 
ter than he will now, for, with the expedi~ 
tionary foree completely ' disorganized, and 
deprived of practically all of its material, 
it would probably not have been able to 
offer the resistance of which the British forces 
‘are now capable. In this connection Hider, 
as it has been claimed, undoubtedly missod 
the bus, and should he'make the attempt in 
the near future he will find that he has 
caught an entirely different vehicle which 
may not be at all to his liking. What i 
clear from all the reports emanating from 
Europe is that the dictators are badly in 
need of some success, or other to tall about, 
and this will undoubtedly oblige them to 
adopt all manner of devices to achieve some- 
thing to allay the natural anxiety which Ger~ 
mans and Italians are feeling over failure 
to end the war quickly, or to do apything 
calevlated to bring about that much-longed- 
for victory. 











THEN AND NOW 
Jan, 6. 

Despite the endeavours of the enemy, news- 
papers published in Britain still manage to 
vome through, though their arrival at their 
destination may be somewhat delayed. As a

it letter is indicative of the impatience 
was undoubtedly felt over what so 
many people believed was a stalemate in 
Egypt. Graziani had made a slight advance 
ut of Libya and had settled down. Tt looked 
fo some as though no attempt would be 
made (0 reach a decision so long as he re~ 
mained inactive, and the agitation which 
was being carried on for sterner action in 
Libya seems to have been based upon the 
bolief that the British forces were not large 
enough {o undertake an offensive, and that 
they never would be. What was in fact 
happening was that, steadily, reinforcements 
were being sent to the forces in the Middle 
East composed pf some of the best fighting 
units of the British Army and drafts of men 
from India and the Dominions, particularly 
from Australia whose men scom to be hand- 
Jing the Italians somewhat roughly. 
Obviously the time to strike in northern 
‘Africa was during the winter, when the tem- 
perature was better suited for the strenuous 
activities which an offensive would natural- 
ly involve. ‘The world has now learned that 
during those months of waiting the British 
‘command knew what it was about, and was 
preparing not only to meet an onslaught by 
the Ttalian forces, but to assume the initia- 
live when the time was considered ripe. 
‘That the authorities were working with a 
speed which the writer of the above letter 
failed to appreciate is now proved to be the 
case, and the fact is that proparations were 
Pushed ahead at such a rate that Sir 
Archibald Wavell was able to grab the initia-

five, and punish the enemy in the way he 
has done up to the present. ‘Thus the cam- 
paign in Libya, which is apparently reaching 
@ decisive stage, should humanly speakin, 
result in the ulter defeat of the Italians, for, 
it Ix doubtful whether the Germans will ever’ 
be able to give them much assistance so 
Jong as the British fleet dominates the Medi- 
terranean. ‘That it does so is apparent from 
the fact that it can participate in the bom= 
bardment of Bardia and the road to Tobruk 
without any great degree of interference 
from the Italians. 

‘The moral of the story is that Capt. 
Acworth and the writer of the lelter sup- 
porting him really did not know what the 
Government was doing, nor even have on 
inkling of the plans which had been pre- 
pared. That is only in the nature of things, 
Dut it is just as well sometimes to accept the 
opinions of these alleged experts with o 
grain of salt, for if they do not know the 
whole facts of any particular situation—and 
itis in the interests of the Empire that they 
should not—then their guesses are probably 
no better than anyone else's. ‘The dramatic 
occurrences in Exypt and Libya clearly 
prove that the British command knew well 
what it was about, and laid its plans with 
an efficioney which augurs well for the future. 
It may have appeared to be moving slowly 
until the time when the army struck so sud- 
denly, but the successes it has since been 
achieving fully justify original eaution, and 
present daring. After all it is only results 
which matter in any war. 














BARDIA FALLS

‘The British forces in northern Africa have 
given the Empire and its Allies a splendid! 
Now Year's gift by capturing Bardia, the] 
most important outpost of the Italian army 
in Libya, and some 20,000 prisoners. The! 
magnitude of the blow which has thus been 
struck becomes all the more apparent when 
it is remembered that in Jess than a month 
the British army thrust the Italians out. of 
Euypt, commenced the invasion of Libya, 
captured somewhere in the neighbourhood 
of 60,000 prisoners and vast quantities of! 
supplies and material the totals of which 
have not yet been ascertained. What] 
casualties the Malians have suffered have not 
been stated, but if they are in any normal 
ratio to the numbersof prisoners taken it is 
clear that Marshal Graziani's army designed 
for the invasion of Egypt has been destroyed, 
though he still has forees with which he may 
be expected to continue the defence of Libya.| 
‘Thus so long as the British continue to 
dominate the Mediterranean—and it does! 
not now appear that the Italian fleet, after| 
the heavy damage it has suffered, is in any. 
position to challenge them,—the ‘danger to) 
Egypt from the west has definitely been 
removed. ‘This should ultimately mean that] 
the British troops in the Middle East will be: 
in a better position to deal with the German| 
menace which is developing in the Balkans. 

From this most important Allied vietory 
a number of conclusions will doubtless be 
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@rawn. Not the least of these concerns 
modern fortifications, which no matter how 
Anely designed appear to stand little chance 
against the carefully planned use of modern 
‘weapons such as the aeroplane, the tank and 
heavy artillery. It has also been shown that. 
the British command has fully learned the 
Tessons of the campaign in the Low Countries, 
‘and, judging from the brief despatches to 
hand, the manner in which the defences of 
Bardia were breached after preliminary 
bombardment, by the swift movement of 
tanks followed by the infantry was a superb 
piece of coordination of the use of all arms. 
Of course the question of Italian moral looms 
largely in considering all that has happened, 
and the facts that they are’not inspired by 
this war, and are meeting something far 
more efficient than the comparatively n- 
armed Ethiopians doubtlessly play an im- 
portant part. 

While it is true that attempts were made 
to prepare the Tlalian public for the news of 
the fall of Bardia it may be taken for 
granted that it will have a profound effect 
upon the morat of the country as a whol 
for the disturbing blows which the Greeks 
have struck in Albania have now been 
climaxed by this decisive victory in Libya, 
At no time since Italy entered the war has 
her military prestige reached such low levels. 
‘The repercussions throughout the Moslem 
world will be of the greatest importance to 
Great Britain. At the same time the British 
forces, the Empire, and its Allies will be 
greatly heartened ‘by the success of this 
venture. Incidentally it is also a most telling 
reply to the scoffing remark made by a 
general in the Far East a year or so ago 
that the British had Tearned their military 
seionce in a dancing academ; 

It is a pleasing fact that one of the main 
contributions to this great success was the 
dramatic action of the Free French marines 
who cut the road to Tobruk and prevented 
the Italian retreat from Bardia, the most 
convineing proof that the French forces pro 
perly equipped and led are able to play their 
Part to excellent effect. To them and the 
Australian contingent must go most of the 
praise for this outstanding achievement, ‘The 
men from the Dominion have lived well up 
to their reputation of being tough, and it is 
excellent news that, despite the manner in 
which they attacked the Talian defences, 
their losses have been comparatively small, 
"The past few weeks have served to confound 
the critics who condemned the British com- 
mand for its seeming inactivity in northern 
France. The long months of the summer 
were spent in preparing for seizing, and 
maintaining the initiative, and present events 
clearly prove that the time was indeed well 
used. 















































TREATMENT FOR COURAGE 
Jan. 7. 

The latest mails to arrive from Home are 

bringing more vivid impressions of the 

German attempts to strike terror into the 

hearts of the British people by indiscriminate| 

bombing. Letters repeat the concern felt by 


the worst that Goering and his Luftwaffe 
could unleash, over the situation of their 
friends in Shanghal. Similar unselfishness ix 
manifest in Telters from those in other towns 
of England,” many of which have received 
Just as ferocious attacks as has London, 
proportionately to their size. AN these 
Totters express the utmost sympathy with the 
plight of the Londoners and minimize the 
sufferings experienced in their own areas, 
With such a spirit animating the British 
people, it ix no wonder that the Nazis are 
beginning to wonder which way to turn. 
Bomb Bristol, and the residents of that city 
do Tittle more than express their sympathy 
with some other city which has also suffered 
Bomb London, snd London hopes that 
Coventry or Birmingham has not got it so 
badly as the East End. A former resident 
of Shanghai, and later of Kobe, Japan, gives 
her impressions of a visit to London during 
October, well after Goering had done his 
worst with the capital, She writes: 

T wish T could write pages about it. In the 
first place, after seeing it with one's own eyes 
it isn't hard to believe Churchill when he 
says that it will take ten years (at this rate) 
fo demolish ‘halt the London houses. Plenty 
fof glass has gone and shops are boarded Up 
and on the boards are the funniest captions. 
People were s0 friendly and anxious to help 
‘each other Yor us), T came away feeling that 
1 had a “treatment” for courage and cheer- 
fulness. ‘The only thing that hurt me was to 
see the poor wee Kiddies whose misguided 
parents think they love them too much to be 
parted with them and so are foreing them to 
hive a troglodyte existence In the Under= 
ground. Poor wee things. T was late or T think. 
T would have spent an hour trying. to con 
vinee those women that we folk in the coun 
try would and could care for thelr children. 
‘The village in Hampshire from which the 

lady wrote hod already had its own ex- 
perience of German raiders, and the phrase 
““treatment’ for courage and cheerfulness” 
is therefore doubly significant, ‘The tributes 
to the manner in which Londoners, especi- 
ally those in the hard hit East End, have 
stood up to the bombings are s0 frequent in 
letters forwarded to the “North-China Daily 
News” that only a few of them can be 
quoted. One of the most remarkable comes 
in a letter from a Scottish town where raids 
have been so frequent “that in time you get 
accustomed to it......and T am afraid we 
have slept soundiy’ through the last few 
visits.” Writing of London, this correspon- 
dent who is “afraid he has slept through the 
last few raids on his own home town, says: 
“The marvellous example of the courage of 
the people of the little streets has touched 
us all with pride. They are the aristocracy 
of herecs......Bast Landon has stood its 
terrible pounding with patience undreamed 
of and with a courage unsurpassed, and the 
effect has been like another Dunkirk, a mir= 
aculous uplifting of the hearts of men and 
everywhere throughout the land. 
‘aristocracy of heroes" was not brought 
up on the playing elds of Bton, but within 
sound of Bow bells, ‘They are’ the people 
of whom an Irish writer said in the elgh- 
teenth century: “They are never so happy. 

‘when you tell them they are boing ruined.” 
Gocbbels, Goering, and Hitler have been 
telling them just that for upwards of sixteen 
months. For their sakes it is a pity that 
some Nazi philosopher had not informed 
them of Arthur Murphy's brilliant summary 
of the English character. 

The latest iMlustrated papers from Home 
contain horrific pictures of night made into 
day by blazing London, and it is therefore 
satisfactory to read that the damage done 
by these fires was not nearly x0 extensive 
as the photographs of the glowing heavens 

pear 10 make out. A great dead 
depends upon the condition of the weather 
in which the photographs were taken. With 
lowering clouds a comparatively smail blaze 
‘appears to be a huxe one, while it was found 
in London that the billowing smoke from 
some of the large fires acted in the same way 
as clouds and, hanging over the scene of the 
fires, made the whole sky seem to be ablaze. 
Serious damage was, of course, done. But any 
‘Shanghaflander who wants an illustration of 
how a false impression can be created when 
clouds are low has only to stand at the end 
of one of the streets opening off the Bund 
and look towards the part of the city which 
is it up with neon lights, He will see a 
glow reflecied from the sky such as he might 
sce if that part of the city were in flames. 
London has taken a lot of punishment and 
is not bowed down, Death and destruction 
are every night occurrences, but they make 
no difference {o the resolution of the people 
of the world’s greatest city. ‘They will earry 
on until the time comes—and it is not far 
distant—when those who are at present 
putting them to the test are themselves put 
to a similar test. ‘The world will then sce 
which side can “take it! 

























































































A HISTORIC SPEECH 


Jan 
When President Roosevelt now speaks he 
has the authority of the United States behind 
‘That is the first and most_ important 
result of the presidental elections in Novem- 
“er, It will be noticed that his various 
utlerances since his unprecedented vietory 
then have been growing in firmness, and 




















residents of London, which has undergone 
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his speech to the 75th Congress on Monday 
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is rightly described as historic. At no time 
hiag he made it clearer that the United States 
stand behind Great Britain and her Allies 
in this. struggle of Hitler's scoking. Never 
before has he emphasized where the United 
States stand in this matter with such force 
and simplicity. With no paltering with 
words the President indicated the peril in 
which the western hemisphere stands in the 
events of an Axis vielory: “Tho armed 
defence ot democratic existence,” he said, 
“ig now being gallantly waged in four con~ 
tinonts. If that defence fails, the whole 
population and all the resourees of Europe, 
Asla, Afriea and Australia will be dominated 
by the conquerors.” He went on to poi 
out that an unprepared America, single 
handed, and with one hand tied behind her 
back could not possibly be expected to hold 
off the whole world, 


‘What enemy comment on the speech is at 
Present available goes to show that the Axis 
Powers accept the view that President 
Roosevelt's speech is practically a declara~ 
tion of war. It is nothing of the sort, un 
Jess the aggressor Powers wish to make it 
80 President Roosevelt and his advisers 
Yealize full well that the cause of Democracy 
at this juncture would not be served by 
American entrance into this war. Indeed the 
‘opposite would be the effect, for nothing 
would suit the Axis Powers better than that 
the United States should become a combatant 
and thus divert {0 her own uses that war 
material which is so urgently needed by 
‘those who are at present engaged in the Aight 
for Democracy. It is consequently not tanta- 
mount to a declaration of war, but a vers 
definite ‘statement of the perils which the 
United States face, and the best means of 
averting them, 

The speech was followed by quick action, 
Representative Andrew May, Kentucky, im- 
mediately introduced Bill to repeal the 
Johnson Act, which prohibited the United 
States from extending credits to those who 
had not been meeting thelr debts incurred 
during the Jast war. Repeal of this enact~ 
ment will open the way for even greater 
aid to Britain and her Allies than is now 
being afforded, British resourees in the 
United States are by no means exhausted. 
It Is unlikely that recourse would be made 
to such credits as repeal would permit until 
those resources are completely used up, but 
‘when that time comes, the President "says 
“We cannot and will not tell them they must 
surrender because of their present inability 
to pay for weapons which we know they 
must have, 

And finally there is the admirably brief 
statement of his policy :—~ 




















First, by the Impresvive expression of 
public‘ will, without reyard.

inelusive national detence. Secondly and 


similarly, the United States ix committed 10 
the full support of all those resolute peoples 
everywhere who, by resisting axgression, 
ware thereby keeping war away from this 
hemisphere.

ment of posterity. ‘The magnificent words 
of President Roosevelt are the declarations 
of a mugnificent nation. ‘They indicate it 
full realization of the hideous thing which 
the agavessor states seek to impose upon the 
world, and a determination to assist those 
dlomocracies iat present inyolved in the w. 
to save it from w fate which would be 
worse even than that which the world 
endured during the Dark Ages. Mankine

‘The Rumanian supplies of which he now has 
complete control are not sufficient to repair

‘That coming from 
Russia, it any at all, must be extremely 
small, ‘and the Iraq oilflelds with the pipe- 
Hines ‘to Tripoli and Haifa must be Hitler's 
ultimate objective. 1 is 

that the Caticasian deposits offer Hitler much 
attraction, firstly because Russia needs. all 





she ean obtain from them for her own 
creasing industry. and secondly because it 
would tindoubtedly involve a tussle with the 
Soviet should any attempt be made to grab 
them. Tt is at presont no part of Hitler's 
policy to agyravate Russia, and the faet that 
the latter has permitted actions which com- 
pletely destroy her influence in the Balkans 
suggests that Hitler has succecded in finding 
Stalin recompense in other directions pos- 
ibly at the expense of Rumania and Finland.

According to the Japanese view, 
there are three main scapegoals to 
whose shoulders they apparently shift 
the blame for the bad conditions in 
north China, First and foromost there 
is Gen. Chiang Kal-shok next comes 
the Red menace; and’ finally the 
foreign communities, mereantile and 
misslonary, In north China. Yet, if 
examined carefully and without. bias, 
none of there reasons would appear 
to explain the failure satisfactorily. 

For more than two years now, the 
influence exercised by Gen. Chiang 
Jn the eitles of the north has been 
practically negligible, his followers 
having long ago been wiped out.

Were the Chungking government to 
disappear tomorrow, it would have

Japanese, no doubt, ardently desire 
‘Chinese co-operation, but it is to be 
‘the co-operation in Which an inferior 
race does what the superior race 
{ells it to do; whieh, of course, is not 
co-operation at all.’ And it ' would 
seem as if the Japanese considered 
that they would lose face by giving 
the Chinese any face. 
it is true that, for reasons that do 
not affect the argument, the Japanese 
have not experienced any difficulty in 
getting a sufelent number of Chinese 
oficials to work with them. Yet 
there are limits, beyond which even 
these people will not go. Loss of 
face is one of them.

Guerillas Active Near 
Nanking 


Shanghai, Jan. 1. 

Tension is reported to be reigning 
in Nanking, according to the “Shun 
Pao" and other Chinese dailies, in 
view of a recent guerilla _atiack 
made at the Hsich Su Railway 
Slation west of Chingkiang, where 
200 Japanese soldiers are claimed 10 
have been killed. ‘The Japanese are 
said to have slaried a careful search 
in Nanking. 

‘The attack was made on December 
20 at 8 am. when the Chinese 
stormed the railway station, machine- 
gunning the Japanese there and 
throwing hand grenades at them.

Rise in Dollar 
Seen Shortly 


‘Shanghai, Jan. 7. 

Quoting banking circles, a report 
which appears in the leading Chinese 
Jdaities “in Shanghai states that de- 
spite the establishment of the Central 
Reserve Bank yesterday at Nanking 
by the new regime there, people in 
‘Shanghal should not worry about the 
elreulation of new notes issued by 
the new institution ‘because they can- 
not be realized in Shanghol, It is 
polnted out that even Japanese mili- 
tary notes, which have been in cir 
ulation in occupled areas in’ central 
China for three years have not been 
able to find thelr way into this city. 
It Is alleged that the new Nanking 
notes are not supported by any cash 
reserve. 

‘The legal tender notes issued by 
banks aMflated with Chungking are 
Supported by the British and Ameri- 
‘cans and their position can never be 
‘endangered by any uncashable notes, 
itis stated. This is not only the opi- 
rion held by Chinese banking circles 
but else by third party econo: 
mists ‘and even Japanese bankers 
themselves, it is asserted. It is pre- 
dictes that as. the international 
situation is turning in favour of 
China, further improvement of the 
Chinese dollar will be noticed. 

To correct a mistaken idea. the 
same circles point out that the 
‘changed situation and .the war in 
Europe have somewhat affected the 
position of the Chinese dollar but 
that it is not that the purchasing 
power of the dollar itself has been 
reduced to any great extent. © The 
control of transportation of ‘native 
Fie which thas resulted in the une 
recedented increase of price of the 
grain in Shanghai is mentioned as 
‘an example, 


Difficulties of Supply 


Dificulties in obtaining supplies 
‘owing to the changed situation are 
said to be reasons for increase of 
prices of other commodities. The 
Feduced shipping business and the 
inereased: Customs duty In occupied 
districts are said to be also respon- 
sible for price Increases. Tt is sald 
that by valuing the Hua Hsing notes 
‘much higher than the Chinese dollar, 
the Customs duty which must be 
paid in the former notes has been 
increased by one third, After study 
ing all these reasons carefully, it is 
explained, one should understand, 
that the inerease of prices in Shang- 
hal is not tolally’ due to the strin- 
keney in foreign exchange market 

‘These abnormal conditions will 
disappear as soon as the hostilities 
fare brought to an end, and the pre- 
sent international situation is sald 
to indicate that the war situation 
here will be clarified this year. Tt 
I not too optimistic for Chungking 
to mark out this year as the “victory 
year” and when the hostilities are 
concluded, the position of the legal 
tender notes will at once be improved 
and prices decreased, it is asserted. 
Since China is an agricultural coun- 
try, whatever was destroyed during 
the’ war may be quickly restored un- 
like an industralized country. - This| 
may ve considered another good 
reason for people's faith in the 
Strong position of the legal tender 
notes or “fopi,” the same circles 
‘concluded,

‘Shanghai, Jan. 7. 

After taking drastic measures in 
Chungking and other areas in free 
China, where one banker has been 
‘shot and numerous officials and mer- 
chents have been arrested for hoard- 
ing goods, General Chiang Kal-shek 
ig now reported by the Shing Sheng 
News Agency to be turning his at- 
tention to the deplorable “hoarding 
situation in Shanghal.

Another strike was reported to 
have taken place at the Yung Ku 
Paper factory in Singapore Road, 
but hope was expressed that an 
early settlement might be possible, 
the management having acceded to 
‘some of the representations made 
by the strikers, 

‘The loading coolies struck yester-

unless they were better paid. Special

“Shun Pao” Bombed 
For Third Time

aay at 645 pam. when three hand

Statement of six months ago when 
hhe sald that he considered the bomb- 
ing outrage a senseless act of wan~ 
ton destruction and expressed sur~ 
prise that his paper should be singled 
Dut as the vietim of terroristie act. 

No Subsidies 

Just os he had sald before, Mr. 
‘Allman repeated yesterday that the 
“shun Pao" confined its activities to 
the chronicling of news .and world 
events and hod always dissociated 
Heit from polities and propaganda 
‘of any sort. He continued that the 
paper received no subsidies from 
Anywhere, and that st had received 
no threats lately, “He had no idea, he 
said, why bombs should be thrown 
at “Shun Pao’ 

“An interesting point in these bomb- 
ings may be the fact that Mr, Allman 
is one of the seven foreign news~ 
apermen who has been threatened 
with deportation ‘by. the Nanking 
government, Eight employees of th 
Paper were also among the 83 Chi- 
nese blacklisted by Nanking at the 
beginning of July. 

"The July bombing of the paper re- 
sulted In’ the death of one person 
fond" wounding of nineteen others, 
among them a CPC, The outrage 
‘was committed by three men who 
threw four hand grenades.

Briton Killed by . 
Armed Robber: 


‘Shanghal, Jan. 8. 

‘The Brenan Road post office, in the 
Badlands, became the scene of a cold- 
[blooded murder yesterday afternoon 
Jwhen an. armed robber shot and 
{fatally wounded Mr. H. Latham, a 
British employee of the Kung Yik 
Cotton Mill, when he atlempted to 
resist the robbers. Immediately after 
{the shooting, Japanese yendarmes ap- 
peared on the scene, but no trace was 
Heft by the desperadoes, who to2k to 
thelr heels the minute ‘they saw Mr, 
‘Latham fall. ‘The robber who~shot 
Mr. Latham also robbed a Russian 
Indy, another hapless victim of the 
outrage, of a diamond ring. 


Pushed Robber Away 


Mr, Latham entered the. post office 
Jat 120 pm. to post a letter, and while 
he was purchasing stamps, three men 
|walked in, They were all armed and 
Jwhile one of them remained at the 
Jdoor as a look-out, the other two 
fapproached Mr. Latham and the 
Russian Indy and ordered them to 
Jnand over their money and valuables. 

‘Speaking broken English, one of the 
robbers demanded money from Mr. 
Latham, but although the latter had 
only a little more than a dollar in 
bis pocket, he would not gave in and 
pushed his intimidator away, shouting 
to the clerk to” telephone to the 
Police, 








‘One Shot. Fired 


When the bandit, who was robbing 
the Russian lady, heard Mr. Latham 
shout, he turned around and fired one 
shot,’ the bullet penetrating Mr. 
Latham's back and coming out in 
front, As soon as the robbers saw 
‘him fall, they took to their heels and 
‘escaped, . 
"The Russian lady went to his assist- 
ance and told one of the clerks to 
bring some water, while another tele 
phoned the Shanghai Fire Brigade 
headquarters and asked for an emer~ 
mney ambulance, which was “sent 
125 pam. 

Bleeding profusely, Mr, Latham was 
{taken to the Country Hospital, but 
was pronounced dead on admission. 
A preliminary inquest was held at the 
hhospital at 330 p.m, and was post- 
poned to next Tuesday. 

Police could get little information 
about the robbers since the Russian 
lady was greatly shocked and could 
give Police but few details of the 
hold-up, “Her loss, the diamond ring, 
jwas estimated. ‘at. approximately 
$500.

Folloyling a ceremony presided over 
by ‘ME. Chou Fuchal, Minister of 
Finance of the Nanking regime and 
concurrently Governor. of the new 
Institution, the Central Reserve Bank | 
of China, chartered by the Wang 
‘Ching-wei Government as its bank of 
issue, formally opened its doors for 
business at 10 o'clock this morning. 

‘Many telegrams of congratulation 
were read at the ceremony, including 
‘messages from Dr. Kumataro Honda, 
‘Japanese Ambassador to Nanking who 
is ‘at present visiting Pelping, Mr.

Company.- All. this correspondence 
hhas taken it for granted as starting 
point that these conductors - are 
Rotoriously dishonest and habitually 
cheat the public by issuing tickets of 
Tower value’ than the fares collected 
‘snd in other ways. Is there any real 
body. of observed tacts behind this 
‘assumption? 

‘Duriig an enforced residence in 
Shanghai "extending over three 
months I have had to make frequent 
tuse of the buses on several routes. 
Tn that time T have never seen any- 
thing to Justify this wholesale and 
indiscriminate stigmatizing of: a class 
‘of men whom I have found ‘to be 
consistently courteous, considerate 
‘and honest. My observations go to 
show that’ the ‘ordinary Chinese 
passenger: Is better aware of the 
proper charge for the journey which 
he or she wishes to make than the 
ordinary foreign pascenger, and is at 
Teast as careful to see that the right 
change and the right ticket are 
handed over. It might be pointed 
out, also. that any charges made or 
presumed against the Chinese con~ 
Guctors reflect equally on the ticket 
Inspectors, “and of these many are 
foreigners. Their attentions 
assiduous at all stages, yet T have not 
once seen a passenger checked 
Because he was holding a ticket 
which did not cover the stage he 
was travelling. If the habit of 
getting a ticket of lower value than 
fs paid ‘were as common as your 
correspondents suggest, that "fact 
could be explained only’ by assuming 
that the tleket Inspectors, foreign 
and Chinese, are in collusion wit 
the conductors to swindle the simp! 
passengers. Is that in the minds of 
‘your correspondents? May we have 
Some facts Instead of presumptions?

Tam told that as many as 
forty such cases of snatching have 
been reported to the police in a 
single day.

Tt is 
Job of work without the range of 
police work, for it is not practical 
fo post a policeman on every bus or 
tram stopping-place. ‘The remedy {s 
in the hands of the transport com- 
panies—will they, please, consider 
What can be done?

Tn. the open with old matting and 
some bedding in isolated eases. ‘Thelr 
condition is really’ pitiful and with 
the cold growing more intense many 
‘additional deaths from exposure and 
Starvation will result dally. Last 
winter the Salvation Army organized 
a Hot Rice Campaign at rather short 
notice and there is no doubt that 
many lives were saved then, ond T 
hope that’they will again be enabled 
to do something this winter for those 
helpless folks on the streets who ci 
not be taken into the camp due to 
lack of faellities or space. I under 
stand certain Chinese. philanthropic 
bodies ‘were constructing a large 
winter sheller on Tifeng Road for the 
door, but if It Is not set up very soon 
ost of the anticipated Inmates will 
Be dead.

the prosecution regarding the travel 
‘accounts of the company. Mr. John.| 
MeNelll, Crown Advocate, conducted 
the case for the Crown,’ while Mr. 
H. A. Reeks appeared for accused 
who is being ried on three charges 
of fraudulently embezaling funds of 
the company while in their employ. 
‘After an all day hearing the ease was 
adjourned till this morning. 

Mr. F. P. Fieth, auditor and inspec~ 
tor of the company for India and the 
Yar East, at present the acting man~ 
‘ager of ‘the company owing to the 
Impending departure of the manager, 
Mr. D. S. Riggs, was the first witness 
calied. “He told the court he came 
here earller in the year to audit the 
accounts alter which, in a general 
way, he reached the conclusion that 
the ‘accounts appeared in order al- 
though there were many outstandings, 
‘Witness wont to Japan and returned 
in September last specifically because 
there was a shortage in the accounts 
here. He made an investigation as 
his audit had been fnished. 

He sald he had a trial balance of 
the ‘accounts outstanding and recelv~ 
‘able and ascertained that payment 
hhad been received for certain items 
supposed 10 be unpaid, but had not 
been applied to the credit of the 
particular accounts. 

‘Witness referred to the accounts of 
Mrs. Welnberg and Messrs. Jones and 
Loonis. He declared that he had 
satisfied himself that no credits had 
‘been passed for these three accounts 
in the books of the company. Inves- 
tigations of these accounts he said, 
diselosed that Yen 90 was outstand- 
Ing in the Weinberg account, Yen 26 
‘against the Jones account and’ £160 
outstanding against Mr. Loonis.

Convicted on three charges of em- 
bezzlement, Patrick John MacKellar 
was sentenced to ive years imprison- 
ment with hard labour by Judge P. 
Grant Jones in H. M. Supreme Court 
yesterday, the jury doliberating for 
nearly ah hour before bringing 9 
verdict, In passing sentence the Judge 
sald "Patrick John MacKellar; the 
Jury have, righlly in my opinion, 
found you guilty of the three charges 
‘of embezzlement. Embezzlement is a 
particularly despicable crime, for it 
involves betrayal of a fiduciary re- 
lationship. 

“Prom the dates of the charges 1 
gather that your career of crime has 
extended over a period of more than a 
year. There may have been some temp- 
{ation arising out of the conduct of the 
business of the American Express 
Company, but temptation is no ex. 
cuse, Further you ‘have made im- 
ulations against your employer and 
fellow emplozees, which are unsup- 
ported by evidence beyond your own 
Suggestions. The sentence of the 
Court is that ou be imprisoned with 
hhard labour for fve years.” 

Yesterday's proceedings opened 
when Mr. MeNeill, the Crown ade 
voeate, continued his eross-examina- 
ion ef MacKellar. Witness declared 
fiscl Mr. Riggs, manager-of the Amer- 
Jean Express ‘Company, was giving 
false testimony when he said that Mac- 
Kellar was permitted 0 give credit, 
asserting that only Mr. Riggs himself 

lowed credit. Mr, MeNelll_ then 
made an Important submission, after 
the jury had left the court on his 
application,—that he be allowed to 
cross-examine on cases of the same 
kind as the charges, In which money 
‘was missing, ‘This was permitted, 
‘and the Jury returned, Witness was 
then questioned regarding a sum of 
US$540, which It was stated was 
also missing.

‘and men had been captured, includ- 
ing_one entire battalion. 

“Four fleld guns, as well as many 
automatic rifles and abundant war 
material fell into our hands." the 
communique said.

in Gresham Street, Christ Church, 
‘and Saint Mary's in Lombard Street, 

Another famous old bullding| 
damaged was Dr, Samuel Johnson's 
memorial house in Gough Square off 
Fleet Street, where he compiled his 
‘fempus dictionary. It was burned 
cut, but his famous chair and valua- 
ble first editions were saved. 


Old Bailey Damaged 

Old: Bailey (London's central .cri- 
‘minal court) and the Guildhall 
‘School of Music also were damaged, 
In Cheapside bullding after bullding 
has “been reduced to a blackened 
shell, “The spire of Saint Bride's 
Church stands sentinel: over the 
blackened husk that was once one 
Jof the most beautiful interiors among 
the architectural treasures of the 
City's churches. Desperate . efforts 
were made to save the bullding but 
every scrap of wood was charred to 
ashes and heavy panes of glass were 
melted.

HEN the last patrols of RAF. fighter aircraft landed at their 
bases'on December 31, there ended a year of the greatest air 
fighting the world has ever known.

It Js our’ irrevocable 
determination to constitute a court 
fof justice in which Europe will 
again find Internal peace..... 

In Bloody Earnest 

“This war will be continued to 
its inal consequences, that Is to 
say until the criminals responsible 
for it have been removed, It Is no 
empty phrase but in bloody earnest 
When we give assurance that for 
every bomb dropped on us we will 
return ten, or if necessary, a 
hundred... 

“Because We are fighting for the 














happiness of the peoples of Europe, 
we believe we have first earned ‘he 
blessing of Providence, The Lord 


God. thus far has given his support 
fo our struggle. If) we faithfully 
snd bravely fulfil our duty, He will 
hot desert us in the future!” 

Torlier, tn his order of the day

“1941 must be a year of: tremend~ 
ous effort. ‘The peasants of France 
must drag from the soil everything 
it -has to give. Workers must not 
‘be discouraged although their lot 
will be hard. Our stocks of raw 
materials are dwindling and some yin- 
dusiries are in danger of coming to 
‘& complete standstill.” 

‘The marshal sald no one was en- 
titled to air his grievances or to

HE final assault on Bardia, 
Libya, has begun after an 
tonight.

When a strong-growing 
tree is -pollarded and “not root-pruned. at the 
same tlme, thete must be'a surplus of food, and 
new shoots, are encouraged. to develdp from 
dormant “eyes: ‘these. shoots are continually 
boing removed and the resultantirritation causes 
the tissues to develop abnormally. ‘The trunk 
appears to swell and look unsightly, The second 
‘Question was "Does street lighting affect, trees?” 
and to this question, we reply. Yes!" We re 
member Keeping a,'plane tree, 
under observation for two years! It was located
